Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the BPAI Decision 
dated, 02/03/10 the Board of Appeals and Interferences reversed the final rejection of claims 1-6, 
8-13, 15-21 and 23 as obvious over Switkes et al., in view of Wallace (US 6024801) and further 
in view of Constantini (US 6612317). Therefore, Examiner has withdrawn the rejection of claims
